SPACE CENTER, Houston, 
(AP)—Their beards itchy and 
their space cabin cluttered, the 
Gemini 
5 
astronauts 
today 
sailed past the mid-point in 
their marathon space voyage 
and were given a “ go" for the 
fifth day. 
They neared a U j . space en­ 
durance record and the Soviet- 
held world record for a single 
flight of 54 minutes short of five 
days. 
Command pilot L . Gordon Co­ 
oper Jr. long before had logged 
enough hours in space to claim 
the world record in that depart­ 
ment. His wife, Trudy, relayed 
her congratulations to him in 
space. 
He and Charles Conrad Jr. 
lost a little sleep Tuesday night 
dealing 
with 
housekeeping 
chores—and had to pass up a 
star check to catch up on nap 
time. 
Conrad, talking to capsule 
communicator JamesA.McDi* 
vitt and describing the cramped 
quarters of the spacecraft said: 
“ I have every piece of gear in 
the spacecraft out in my lap." 
The record for a single flight 
is held by Soviet cosmonaut 
Valery Bykovsky who orbited 
the earth for 119 hours and six 
minutes 
beginning June 14, 
1963. 
The Gemini 5 astronauts plan 
to pass that mark Thursday 
morning. 
By 8:29 a.m. 
the Gemini 
5 had completed 60 orbits. 
The Gemini 
5 
spacecraft 
whipped around the world al­ 
most flawlessly as it neared 
the end of the mission's fourth 
day.

Disagree With His Brother On Johnson Selection

nedy's running mate in 1960 
and the role Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy played at that time, ki 
this exclusive interview, the 
New York senator answers 
questions about Johnson's se­ 
lection and gives his views on 
U. 8. policies in Viet Nam. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy says there 
was never any disagreement 
between him and 
President 
John F. Kennedy over the desir­ 


ability of having Lyndon B. 
Johnson on the 1960 Democratic 
ticket. 
Kennedy said in an Associated 
Press interview that at the di­ 
rection of his brother he in­ 
formed Johnson at the Los An­ 
geles Democratic National Con­ 
vention that opposition to the 
latter's nomination had arisen 
in liberal and labor ranks. 
In response to a question, 
however, the New York Demo­ 
crat disputed the contention of a 
memorandum of Philip Gra­ 
ham, late publisher of the 
Washington Post and chairman 
of Newsweek magazine. Tbe 


Graham 
memorandum 
said 
Robert Kennedy told Johnson he 
should withdraw but John Ken­ 
nedy said that was a mistake 
because “ Bobby's been out of 
touch." 
“ Didn't the Philip Graham 
memo imply that you went to 
Johnson on your own?" he was 
asked. 
“ Anyone who knows the rela­ 
tionship between President Ken­ 
nedy and myself would know 
that doesn't make a great deal 
of sense,"he replied. “ Tbeidea 
that 
I would go behind my 
brother's back doesn't make 
sense." 


On other subjects, Kennedy: 
—Said President Kennedy had 
great confidence inSecretary of 
State Dean Rusk. But the sena­ 
tor declined to comment on pub­ 
lished reports that the president 
intended to replace Rusk after 
the 1964 elections. 
—Said the war in Viet Nam is 
not going to be won by military 
action but by political action 
which will gain the support of 
the people there. 
On Viet Nam: 
Q. Are we following the right 
course In Viet Nam? 
A. I support the effort that's- 
being made in Viet Nam by 


President Johnson. I believe 
this is to be most important. 
If the effort in Viet Nam be­ 
comes merely a military ef­ 
fort, we shall win some of the 
battles, but we will lose the 
over-all struggle. The people 
of Viet Nam need to feel that 
their future should rest with 
Saigon and not Hanoi. 
We need to give them security 
.. that is going to require police 
and military action — but at the 
same 
time, 
social political, 
economic, educational, agricul­ 
ture progress has to be made 
for the peasants of that tragic 
land.

JEFFERSCN CITY (AP) — 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes, near­ 
ing the end of his action 
on bills, signed one Tuesday 
that would let cities adopt a 
model traffic code. 
The code is a set of model 
regulations drawn up by a spe­ 
cial traffic safety study com­ 
mittee. It could be put into ef­ 
fect by city ordinance, either all 
or part of it. 
The governor vetoed two bills

SAIGON, South Viet Nam, AP 
—A U. S. Navy phantom jet 
plane has been shot down by 
what appeared to be a surface- 
to-air missile about 90 miles 
south of Hanoi, a U. S. spokes­ 
man reported today. 
The supersonic plane, from 
the 7th Fleet aircraft carrier 
Midway, was hit .Tuesday near 
the city of Thanh Hoa, the 
spokesman said. 
The downing was the first in­ 
dication that Communist anti­ 
aircraft missiles have been 
moved as far south as Thanh 
Hoa. it seemed likely that the 
missile was fired from a mobile 
launcher. 
One parachute was seen after 
the Phantom was hit, but search 
and rescue operations failed to 
locate the American airman. 
The other crewman is presumed 
dead, the spokesman said. 
Two other American planes 
have been down in the past 
month by missiles which Soviet 
technicians are presumed to 
have Installed in North Viet 
Nam. U. S. officials believe 
Soviet personnel are helping to 
man the missile launchers.

Nuns Refuse Church Order 
To Give Up Animal Shelter 


VICTORIA, B. C. AP — Moth­ 
er Cecilia Mary has defied a 
second order from the Roman 
Catholic Church to abandon her 
animal shelter. Her bishop said 
this leaves the next move up to 
the Vatican. 
“ The Church has no authority 
to 
close 
the shelter," said 
Mother Cecilia, 76, who runs the 
shelter on a farm on the out­ 
skirts of Victoria. “ They don’t 
own the land and I will not give 
up unless I die." 
Mother Cecilia, superior of a 
nursing home, set up the shel­ 


ter in 1954 with money inherited 
from her father. 


“ It’s just a bit of a bluf^" 
she said of the order. “ The 
bishop doesn’t like the sisters 
doing the work and he wants 
to close it, but we will carry 
on because there isn’t anybody 
else to do it." She was speaking 
of the Most Rev. Reml De 
Roo, bishop of Victoria. 
Bishop De Roo said refusal to 
abandon the shelter and the 
more than 100 animals leaves 
the next move up to Rome. 


Highest Ad 
Comes Down 


ST. LOUIS (AP)—The highest 
unauthorized advertisement in 
the country came down Tuesday 
because the cost was even 
higher. 
The Pittsburgh • Des Moines 
Steel Co. took down the letters 
“ P-D-M" from the riverfront 
Gateway Arch after learning the 
advertisement would cost them 
$225,000 and an additional $42,- 
000 a month after July. 
Thousands of St. Louisans had 
grown accustomed to seeing the 
letters cm the stabilizing strut 
between the legs of the almost- 
completed 630 -foot high monu­ 
ment. 
The federal government has 
a regulation against advertising 
on national monuments. 
The National Park Service de­ 
cided on the $225,000 figure re­ 
cently and deducted that amount 
Friday from the July 31 pay­ 
ment to the prime contractor, 
MacDonald Construction Co. 
PDM is the subcontractor for 
steel fabrication and erection of 
the arch. 
When PDM removed the 12- 
foot-high letters Tuesday, the 
Park 8ervice 
restored the 
$225,000 deduction from the 
payment.

Foreign Aid 
Bill Escapes 
Major Change 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
Congressional passage of Pres­ 
ident Johnson's 
$3.36-billion 
foreign aid authorization bill 
has left Senate advocates of a 
drastic overhaul of the pro­ 
gram licking their wounds in de­ 
feat. 
The Senate's battle with the 
House for a two-year authoriza­ 
tion and a revamping of the 
overseas-aid format is certain 
to be renewed in the next ses­ 
sion. 
The Senate caved in Tuesday 
when it voted 67-27 passage of a 
bill tailored to House demands, 
and previously approved by that 
body. All it needs is Johnson's 
signature. 
The amount of authorizations 
didn't even figure in the major 
dispute this year, and the long- 
agreed upon totals came within 
$97,67 0,000 of what 
Johnson 
asked. 
The final amount that actually 
will be made available to fi­ 
nance the program will be 
fought out in a subsequent ap­ 
propriations bill providing the 
money. 
Senators Edward V. Long and

AMCHITKA Island, Alaska, 
(AP) — Seismic experts and 
engineers are getting this wind­ 
swept Aleutian island ready for 
an underground nuclear explo­ 
sion — and their biggest prob­ 
lem at the moment is how to 
scare the sea otters away. 
Once nearly extinct from pelt 
hunting, sea otters have been 
making a comeback in the is­ 
land's rocky coves. Nearly 3,- 
000 of them, which wildlife ex­ 
perts estimate is one-tenth of 
the world population, live here. 
Marine biologists don't know 
what effect t^e 80-kiloton blast,

task force tried firing giant fire­ 
crackers at the otters with shot­ 
guns. It also is experimenting 
with skyrockets and thinking of 
hovering helicopters. 
The blast, to be set off 2,300 
feet down, is expected to melt a 
cave 400 to 600 feet in diameter- 
The main recording will be 
done at a 10,000-square-mile 
seismic research station near 
Miles City, Mont. The purpose 
of the blast is to enable scien­ 
tists to pinpoint nuclear explo­ 
sions and tell them from earth­ 
quakes through seismic read­ 
ings.

Otters Interfere With Blast 


AMCHITKA Island, Alaska, 
(AP) — Seismic experts and 
engineers are getting this wind­ 
swept Aleutian island ready for 
an underground nuclear explo­ 
sion — and their biggest prob­ 
lem at the moment is how to 
scare the sea otters away. 
Once nearly extinct from pelt 
hunting, sea otters have been 
making a comeback in the is­ 
land’s rocky coves. Nearly 3,- 
OOO of them, which wildlife ex­ 
perts estimate is one-tenth of 
the world population, live here. 
Marine biologists don’t know 
what effect the 80-kiloton blast, 


scheduled tentatively for late 
October or early November, 
will have on the otters. They 
don't want them to leave the 
island for good. They do want 
them out of the way 
during 
tests. 
So Uncle Sam has a new kind 
of operation on his hands here: 
sea otter hazing. 
How do you haze a sea otter? 
Well, for one thing, you fire a 
carbide cannon over his cove. 
This has had some success, but 
the otters don’t seem to stay 
away quite long enough. So a 
U-S. Fish and Wildlife Service 


task force tried firing giant fire­ 
crackers at the otters with shot­ 
guns. It also is experimenting 
with sky rockets and thinking of 
hovering helicopters. 
The blast, to be set off 2,300 
feet down, is expected to melt a 
cave 400 to 600 feet in diameter* 
The main recording will be 
done at a 10,000-square-inile 
seismic research station near- 
Miles City, Mont. The purpose 
of the blast is to enable s c ie n ­ 
tists to pinpoint nuclear explo­ 
sions and tell them from earth­ 
quakes through seismic lead­ 
ings.

WOMEN AND THE VOTE 
One generation’s scandal is the next genera­ 
tion’s commonplace. Certainly this is true of 
woman suffrage, which marks its 45th anniver­ 
sary in the United States on Thursday, Aug. 
26. Today the right of women to vote is taken 
for granted. But it took 72 years of agitation 
and struggle to make the woman suffrage 
amendment a part of the federal Constitution. 
It started w ith capitulation by individual states. 
Wyoming, for example, gave women the right 
to vote in 1869 while still a territory. Another 
24 years was to pass before Colorado enacted 
full suffrage for women in 1893. Utah and Idaho 
followed three years later and, between 1910 
and 1914, Washington, 
California, Kansas, 
Oregon, Arizona, Montana and Nevada followed 
suit. The hidebound eastern and southern states 
remained holdouts. Thus the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association put pressure on 
Congress to submit a constitutional amendment 
to the states that w’ould prohibit any states 
from denying citizens the right to vote on account 
of sex. 
Finally on June 4, 1919, the Senate voted 
66 to 30 to submit the 19th Amendment to the 
states. (The House had passed it, 304 to 90, 
two weeks earlier.) Ratification by 36 states 
was required and, on Aug. 18, 1920, Tennessee 
put it over the top. The certificate was received 
in Washington at the office of the Secretary 
of State at 4 a.m. on Aug. 26 where it was 
certified by the Solicitor General and returned 
to the State Department. A proclamation was 
signed by the Secretary of State at 8 o’clock 
in the morning. 
Scenting victory, the National American W oman 
Suffrage Association had held its final convention 
—its 50th—earlier in 1920 and created a new 
organization, the League of Women Voters.

cut and the trains whiz about 
in secure suspension beneath a 
steel rail supported 40 feet in 
the air by steel pylons. 
Most significant, perhaps, in 
these urban areas where ground 
space is difficult and costly to 
come by, is the fact that Mono­ 
rail 
rights-of-way 
already 
exist — in the air-space over 
present highways and express­ 
ways and those now under con­ 
struction. The urgency for 
a 
solution, which Monorail seems 
to be, was brought out in Con­ 
gressional hearings on the $500 
million 
Urban Mass Trans­ 
portation Act 
which revealed 
that by 1980, no less than 80 
per cent of all Americans will 
be living in 160 sprawling urban 
areas!

In the 1920’s and 1930’s Jef­ 
ferson was honored anew as a 
champion of the people and 
their rights. His reputation and

ism. 
Numerous books were 
written 
about him, 
and the 
beautiful Jefferson Memorial 
was dedicated in Washington in 
1943. 
Now the memory of Thomas 
Jefferson is fading again. We 
hear far less about him, and 
the one-time flood of Jefferson 
books is now a mere trickle. 
Those seeking to replace the 
Republic he helped create with 
a total collectivist state should 
ponder his words engraved on 
the 
Liberty Pole in Union 
Square, New York City: “ How 
little my countrymen know what 
precious blessings they are in 
possession of and which no other 
people on earth enjoy.” 
There 
was never anything 
about Jefferson’s nature which 
could have been tolerant of com­ 
munism. Thomas Jefferson be­ 
longs to America and Freedom. 
Let us rededlcate ourselves 
to the magnificent oath he took: 
“ I have sworn upon the altar 
of God eternal hostility to every 
form of tyranny over the mind 
of man.”

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON •• ft has now 
been seven months and twenty 
days since one third of 
the 
House of Representatives de­ 
manded, and secured, a roll 
call vote on whether to tem­ 
porarily seat the five 
Mis­ 
sissippi Congressmen elected 
last fall with over one third 
of M ississippi voters disen­ 
franchised. 
Since then there has been the 
most amazing 
series of back­ 
stage wirepulling and delays 
in any recent congress, 
to 
prevent a further vote. 
Today, Aug. 25, however, a 
group of congressmen, 
both 
Democrats 
and 
Republicans, 
are 
serving notice on Speaker 
John McCormack and 
the 
House Administration Commit­ 
tee that they plan to do some­ 
thing about the delay. 
A letter has been sent to 200 
northern 
and 
western 
congressmen calling attention 
to Rule XI, Section 24, of the 
House Rules, which requires 
that “ the committee on House 
Administration shall make final 
report 
to the House in 
all 
contested election cases not 
later than six months 
from 
the first day of the first regu­ 
lar session of the Congress.” 
In other words, the 
com­ 
mittee was supposed to re­ 
port on the Mississippi con­ 
test by July 4. ft is now Aug. 
25. The House Subcommittee 
is headed by Rep. Robert Ash­ 
more, the likeable Democrat 
from Greenville, S. C., who 
makes 
no 
secret 
that he 
does not want to unseat his 
friends from Mississippi, has 
made no effort to comply with 
the House Rules. 
N O .1 STALLER 
No. 1 staller, however, has 
been Ralph Roberts, Clerk of 
the House, who comes from 
Indiana. His run-around to de­ 
lay a vote on the seating of the 
Mississippi 
congressmen has 
been as efficiently managed as 
the merry-go-round at the New 
York World’s Fair. 
After several weeks of argu­ 
ment, Clerk Roberts on June 4 
finally prepared depositions. 


taken 
all 
over 
M ississippi, 
showing how local white regis­ 
tra rs had refused to perm it 
Negroes to vote. 
Then on June 13 he reversed 
his earlier decision. His ex- 
’ cuse was that he had received*- 
a letter June 8 from B. B. Mc­ 
Clendon on behalf of 
Rep. 
Prentiss Walker, the lone Re­ 
publican 
congressman 
from 
M ississippi, repudiating 
pre­ 
viously agreed to stipulations. 
There followed two weeks of 
hassling, stalling and 
petty 
finagling 
by Clerk Roberts. 
Several times he said he would 
print the record, then reversed 
himself, ft looked as if he 
were vacillating between north­ 
ern and southern congressmen, 
trying to please both. 
Finally Rep. Frank Thomp­ 
son of New Jersey, a potent 
member 
of the 
Democratic 
Study Group, called on Roberts, 
together with some of his col­ 
leagues, to demand that the 
record be printed. There were 
some veiled hints in the cloak­ 
room that northern Democrats 
might call a Democratic caucus 
and declare the office of Clerk 
vacant. 
Probably these hints go back 
to Roberts. At any rate 
he 
agreed to print the testimony 
showing how more than 
one 
third of Mississippi’s voters 
had been deprived of the right 
to vote. 
But petty sabotage continued. 
When the record was finally 
printed, it carried a statement 
by Roberts that “ I hereby find 
that this testimony should not 
be printed.” In large print the 
title stated the testimony was 
omitted in printing the record, 
but was printed “ for the use 
of the committee on 
House 
Administration.” 
Thus Clerk Roberts tried to 
please everyone by ruling that 
the 
Mississippi 
testimony 
should not be printed, but then 
going ahead and printing it any­ 
way - • though only in fine print. 
STRATEGY OF DELAY 
When 
attorneys for the Mis­ 
sissippi 
Freedom Democratic 
party which is challenging the 


right of the five congressmen to 
sit, tried-to file their briefs on 
June 29, Roberts made them re­ 
file on July 30. He claimed the 
record was not printed yet. ft 
was not finally printed and filed 
with Speaker McCormack until 
one month later, July 29, and 
the Freedom Democratic part 
was then permitted to file one 
day later, July 30. This thirty- 
day delay gave the Mississippi 
congressmen 
another 
thirty 
days in which to file their 
briefs, and pushed the final 
showdown 
near the 
time of 
congressional adjournment. 
Then Roberts demanded that 
the challengers file 280 extra 
copies of their briefs, not 70 
copies which they first 
had 
supplied. TTiey rushed out and 
got 280 additional copies. 
On top of this he asked that 
they strike the names of four 
congressmen in each brief, so 
that each of their petitions in 
opposition to seating the five 
congressmen pertained only to 
one, not to all five. This they 
said was too confusing, and 
they declined to comply. 
Clerk Roberts also failed to 
print the record on Rep. John 
Bell Williams, the Mississip- 
pian who came out publicly for 
Goldwater and since has lost 
his 
Democratic 
seniority. 
Roberts omitted Williams 
on 
the ground that the challenge 
filed against him with the Clerk 
was unsigned. The challenge 
handed to Williams himselfwas 
signed, but the courtesy copy 
handed to the Clerk was not. 
On such technicalities is the 
Clerk of the House fighting the 
battle of seating or unseating 
the Mississippi congressmen, 
ft’s part of a secret strategy 
to delay the whole m atter until 
next January at which time the 
old guard hopes 
the 
whole 
business will be forgotten. 
Note — Liberal Congressmen 
who are calling a special meet­ 
ing today have set 8ept. 21 
as the deadline for action. Those 
in the know predict that Speaker 
McCormack on Sept. 20 will ad­ 
journ the House — one day be­ 
fore the deadline. 


Hoffa 
Advising Soviets on 
Global 
Problems — But Is 
having Severe Difficulties with 
Own C rises. 
Washington, D. C^ - Jimmie 
Hoffa is in real big time these 
days, working out some of the 
world’s most desperate prob­ 
lem s. He has been conferring 
with some Soviet Embassy of­ 
ficials - principally in 
the 
Cultural Section. 
Reports of these talks in- 
"dicate that Mr. Hoffa has a 
* new source of grievance. Ap­ 
parently 
neither 
the 
White 
House nor the Kremlin 
has 
consulted him on practical solu­ 
tions to the vexing problems 
of Red China and Viet Nam. 
Recently, after the Russian 
Cultural Attache left his own 
presidential 
palace, 
Hoffa 
turned to some Teamsters* of­ 
ficials 
and 
simply scorched 
the “ egghead” approach to the 
Saigon-Hanoi crisis, ft’s real­ 
ly simple, explained Hoffa, all 
that needs to be done is to 
draw a line across Viet Nam 
and tell the Communist forces 
they 
can’t 
go 
behond 
the 
demarcation. 
So 
it can readily be seen 
that Hoffa’s real difficulties 
these days are with the smal­ 
ler problems: 
How can he stay out of prison? 
If he can’t, then how can he re­ 
tain the team sters’ presidency 
while behind bars? And how can 
he raise hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to repay the brother­ 
hood 
for its monies used by 
him for legal fees during his 
criminal trials since 1959? 
This latter item could be of 
significance since the Internal 
Revenue Service already 
has 
indicated that such usage, when 
determined, would be added to 
his 
reportable 
income for 
tax purposes - and it does ap. 
pear to be a figure running into 
financial astronomies. 
We'll soon know exactly how 
much. The details actually are 
in government hands. The Labor 
Dept.’s Compliance Division of 
its office of Labor -Management 
and Welfare - Pension Reports 
has had agents probing 
the 
Teamsters* books since 
the 
first week in July. 
The Team sters at first had 
objected to Secretary of Labor 
Wirtz* efforts to look into the 
brotherhood’s records 
to de­ 
termine just how much of the 
Team sters’ funds had gone for 
Hoffa's legal defense. But Mr. 
Wirtz went into court. On June 
3, the Supreme Court upheld the 
government and the 
special 
agents went over to the marble 
headquarters. 
The Labor Dept, wpnt in be­ 
cause of a suit filed by 
six 
members 
of 
Philadelphia 
Team sters Local 107 against 
Hoffa and other national union 
officials to force them to repay 
the money spent by Hoffa, for 
his personal defense. The rebel 
Team sters could not get at tee 


national records so Mr. Wirtz 
moved under 601.

He can, of course, count on 
several Hoffa relief fund cam­ 
paigns launched by his friends.

Now, just 
how much heart could be put 
into the help Hoffa campaigns 
becomes a difficult m atter to 
assess. 


In a few 
months 
he may 
be in prison and his friends 
may be seeking another strong 
man. The Sixth Circuit Court 
of Appeals has turned him down 
once on the jury-tampering con­ 
viction appeal. Now it has given 
him 45 days in which to pre­ 
pare papers for a rehearing. 
But it is not likely that 
the 
court, having ruled unanimous­ 
ly against him once will re­ 
verse itself. 
And as 
for the Supreme 
Court, the word is that some 
legal minds 
in Hoffa’s en­ 
tourage have advised him that 
it has only reversed one and 
one half per cent of the cases 
in which courts of appeal have 
ruled unanimously. This puts 
the odds • at more than 50 to 
one that Hoffa will be rejected 
by the high tribunal before next 
June. 
But Hoffa is hoping that the 
ruling will be delayed. Though, 
he has not made it public, he 
has 
ordered 
a 
national 
Teamsters* convention for next 
July (1966) in Miami Beach. 
With thousands of delegates ex­ 
pected, the national union al­ 
ready is preparing hotel ac­ 
comodations, halls and agenda. 
If Hoffa still is out on bail 
on his eight-year conviction, he 
will turn the convention into a 
wild demonstration for himself. 
This he can do. The delegates 
will be his. They will almost 
unanimously re-elect him gen­ 
eral president. There will be 
no real opposition from the men 
who will start cutting him down 
the moment a cell door closes. 
If he is re-elected he can 
legally retain his office 
even 
in prison. And the centralized 
powers 
of the Team sters' na­ 
tional office are such that he 
could dominate the organiza­ 
tion even from Atlanta. 
So, when he has the time to 
take out of solving global prob­ 
lem s the “ eggheads” can re­ 
solve, he studies some delaying 
tactics of his own. 
Maybe he’ll just draw a line 
between 
himself 
and 
the 
federal s.

WOMEN AND THE VOTE 
One generation’s scandal is the next genera­ 
tion’s commonplace. Certainly this is true of 
woman suffrage, which marks its 45th anniver­ 
sary in the United States on Thursday, Aug. 
26. Today the right of women to vote is taken 
for granted. But it took 72 years of agitation 
and struggle to make the woman suffrage 
amendment a part of the federal Constitution. 
It started with capitulation by individual states. 
Wyoming, for example, gave women the right 
to vote in 1869 while still a territory. Another 
24 years was to pass before Colorado enacted 
full suffrage for women in 1893. Utah and Idaho 
followed three years later and, between 1910 
and 1914, Washington, 
California, Kansas, 
Oregon, Arizona, Montana and Nevada followed 
suit. The hidebound eastern and southern states 
remained holdouts. Thus the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association put pressure on 
Congress to submit a constitutional amendment 
to the states that would prohibit any states 
from denying citizens the right to vote on account 
of sex. 
Finally on June 4, 1919, the Senate voted 
66 to 30 to submit the 19th Amendment to the 
states. (The House had passed it, 304 to 90, 
two weeks earlier.) Ratification by 36 states 
was required and, on Aug. 18, 1920, Tennessee 
put it over the top. The certificate was received 
in Washington at the office of the Secretary 
of State at 4 a.m. on Aug. 26 where it was 
certified by the Solicitor General and returned 
to the State Department. A proclamation was 
signed by the Secretary of State at 8 o’clock 
in the morning. 
Scenting victory, the National American W oman 
Suffrage Association had held its final convention 
—its 50th—earlier in 1920 and created a new 
organization, the 
League of Women Voters. 
One of the League’s purposes was to “ increase 
the effectiveness of women’s votes in furthering 
better government.” Today the “ women’s vote” 
is the great imponderable of American politics. 
If women voted as a bloc, they could elect the 
next President. 
Fortunately—from the male 
point of view—women tend to vote like their 
husbands. Or could it be the other way around?

SUSPENSE - OR STAGNATION 
Despite all the road-building 
and urban redevelopment that 
Is going on, m illions of A m eri­ 
cans who spend their working 
hours in the big cities continue 
to suffer the com m uter’s plague 
of traffic paralysis. 
As has been wryly rem arked: 
“ It takes a m otorist behind a 
300 horsepow er engine longer to 
cro ss Manhattan Island than it 
took a horse and wagon 
a 
hundred years ago.” And city 
traffic throughout the nation 
moves at a sim ilar snail's pace. 
How come? For 50 years, 
people have been flocking into 
the big city centers of industry. 
And in recent years they have 
been flocking out again — but 
only to the suburbs and exurbs 
to sleep and shovel snow and 
enjoy week-end cook-outs. Be­ 
tween 1950 and 1960, for in­ 
stance, population densities in 
our 157 m ajor urban regions 
declined from 7,800 per square 
m ile to 5,800. And in covering 
the distances they have deliber­ 
ately built into their lives, sub­ 
urbanites contributed heavily 
to the record-breaking 767 bil­ 
lion vehicle-m iles Am ericans 


rolled up in 1962. 
No wonder the heat is on for 
modernized m ass tran sit sys-_ 
terns to help carry the load. 
And the answer to this perplex­ 
ing problem may well be seen 
at the W orld's F air when it 
opened 
in 
April — 
where 
Am erican Machine and Foundry 
unveils its new Monorail for 
smooth, 
swift, 
safe rides in 
quiet 
and 
com fort — 
and 
economy — between town and 
“ country.” 
Using 
higher 
strength m odem 
steels, 
the 
weight of the c a rs nas been 
cut and the trains whiz about 
in secure suspension beneath a 
steel rail supported 40 feet in 
the air by steel pylons. 
Most significant, perhaps, in 
these urban areas where ground 
space is difficult and costly to 
come by, is the fact that Mono­ 
rail 
rights-of-w ay 
already 
exist — in the air-sp ace over 
present highways and ex p ress­ 
ways and those now under con­ 
struction. The urgency for

solution, which Monorail seem s 
to be, was brought out in Con­ 
gressional hearings on the $500 
million 
Urban M ass T ran s­ 
portation Act 
which revealed 
that by 1980, no le ss than 80 
per cent of all A m ericans will 
be living in 160 -Drawlingurban 
areas!

In the 1920’s and 1930’s Jef­ 
ferson was honored anew as a 
champion of the people and 
their rights.

Num erous books were 
w ritten 
about him , 
and the 
beautiful Jefferson Memorial 
was dedicated in Washington in 
1943.

WASHINGTON — It has now 
been seven months and twenty 
days since one third of 
the 
House of Representatives de­ 
manded, and secured, a roll 
call vote on whether to tem ­ 
porarily seat the five 
Mis­ 
sissippi Congressmen elected 
last fall with over one third 
of M ississippi voters disen­ 
franchised. 
Since then there has been the 
most amazing 
series of back­ 
stage wirepulling and delays 
in any 
recent congress, 
to 
prevent a further vote. 
Today, Aug. 25, however, a 
group of congressm en, 
both 
D em ocrats 
and 
Republicans, 
are 
serving notice on Speaker 
John McCormack and 
the 
House Administration Com mit­ 
tee that they plan to do som e­ 
thing about the delay. 
A le tte r has been sent to 200 
northern 
and 
w estern 
congressm en calling attention 
to Rule XI, Section 24, of the 
House Rules, which requires 
that “ the committee on House 
A dm inistration shall make final 
report 
to the House in 
all 
contested election cases not 
la te r than six months 
from 
the first day of the first regu­ 
la r session of the C ongress.” 
In other words, the 
com ­ 
m ittee was supposed to 
re ­ 
port on the M ississippi con­ 
test by July 4. ft is now Aug. 
25. 
The House Subcommittee 
is headed by Rep. Robert Ash­ 
m ore, the likeable Dem ocrat 
from Greenville, S. C., 
who 
m akes 
no 
secret 
that he 
does not want to unseat

friends from M ississippi, has 
made no effort to comply with 
the House Rules.

Study Group, called on Roberts, 
together with some of his col­ 
leagues, to demand that the 
record be printed. There were 
some veiled hints in the cloak­ 
room that northern Dem ocrats 
might call a Dem ocratic caucus 
and declare the office of Clerk 
vacant. 
Probably these hints go back 
to R oberts. At any rate 
he 
agreed to print the testimony- 
showing how m ore than 
one 
third of M ississippi’s voters 
had been deprived of the right 
to vote. 
But petty sabotage continued. 
When the record was finally- 
printed, it carried a statem ent 
by Roberts that “ I hereby find 
that this testimony should not 
be printed.” In large print the 
title stated the testim ony was 
omitted in printing the record, 
but was printed “ for the use 
of the com mittee on 
House 
A dm inistration.” 
Thus Clerk Roberts tried to 
please everyone by ruling that 
the 
M ississippi 
testimony 
should not be printed, but then 
going ahead and printing it any­ 
way - - though only in fine print. 
STRATEGY OF DELAY 
When 
attorneys for the Mis­ 
sissippi 
Freedom Democratic 
party which is challenging the 


right of the five congressm en to 
sit, tried-to file their briefs on 
June 29, Roberts made them re­ 
file on July 30. He claim ed the 
record was not printed yet. ft 
was not finally printed and filed 
with Speaker McCormack until 
one month later, July 29, and 
the Freedom D em ocratic part 
was then perm itted to file one 
day later, July 30. This thirty- 
day delay gave the M ississippi 
congressm en 
another 
thirty 
days in which to file their 
briefs, and pushed the final 
showdown 
near the 
tim e of 
congressional adjournm ent. 
Then Roberts demanded that 
the challengers file 280 extra 
copies of their briefs, not 70 
copies which they first 
had 
supplied. They rushed out and 
got 280 additional copies. 
On top of this he asked that 
they strike the nam es of four 
congressm en in each brief, so 
that each of their petitions in 
opposition to seating the five 
congressm en pertained only to 
one, not to all five. This they 
said was too confusing, and 
they declined to com ply. 
Clerk Roberts also failed to 
print the record on Rep. John 
Bell W illiams, the M ississip­ 
pian who cam e out publicly for 
Coldwater and since has lost 
his 
Democratic 
seniority. 
Roberts omitted W illiam s 
on 
the ground that the challenge 
filed against him with the Clerk 
was unsigned. The challenge 
handed to W illiams him selfw as 
signed, but the courtesy copy 
handed to the C lerk was not. 
On such technicalities is the 
Clerk of the House fighting the 
battle of seating or unseating 
the M ississippi congressm en. 
It’s part of a secret strategy 
to delay the whole m atter until 
next January at which tim e the 
old guard hopes 
the 
whole 
business will be forgotten. 
Note — Liberal Congressm en 
who are calling a special meet­ 
ing today have set Sept. 21 
as the deadline for action. Those 
in the know predict that Speaker 
McCormack on Sept. 20 will ad­ 
journ the House - one day be­ 
fore the deadline. 


Hoffa 
Advising 
Soviets on 
Global 
Problem s — But Is 
having Severe Difficulties with 
Own C rises. 
Washington, D. C - — Jim m ie 
Hoffa is in real big tim e these 
days, working out some of the 
world’s most desperate prob­ 
lem s. He has been conferring 
with some Soviet Em bassy of­ 
ficials — principally in 
the 
Cultural Section. 
Reports of these talks in­ 
d ic a te that 
Mr. Hoffa has a 
new source of grievance. Ap­ 
parently 
neither 
the 
White 
House nor the Krem lin 
has 
consulted him on practical solu­ 
tions to the vexing problem s 
of Red China and Viet Nam. 
Recently, after the Russian 
Cultural Attache 
left his own 
presidential 
palace, 
Hoffa 
turned to some Team sters* of­ 
ficials 
and 
sim ply scorched 
the “ egghead” approach to the 
Saigon-Hanoi c ris is . It’s real­ 
ly sim ple, explained Hoffa, all 
that needs to be done is to 
draw a line ac ro ss Viet Nam 
and tell the Communist forces 
they 
can’t 
go 
behond 
the 
dem arcation. 
So 
it can readily be seen 
that Hoffa’s 
real 
difficulties 
these days a re with the sm al­ 
ler problem s: 
How can he stay out of prison? 
If he can’t, then how can he re­ 
tain the team sters* presidency 
while behind b ars? And how can 
he raise hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to repay the brother­ 
hood 
for its monies used by 
him for legal fees during his 
crim inal tria ls since 1959? 
This latter item could be of 
significance since the Internal 
Revenue Service already 
has 
indicated that such usage, when 
determ ined, would be added to 
his 
reportable 
income 
for 
tax purposes - and it does ap. 
pear to be a figure running into 
financial astronom ics. 
We’ll soon know exactly how 
much. The details actually are 
in government hands. The Labor 
Dept.’s Compliance Division of 
its office ofLabor'M anagem ent 
and W elfare • Pension Reports 
has had agents probing 
the 
Teamsters* books since 
the 
first week in July. 
The T eam sters at first had 
objected to S ecretary of Labor 
Wirtz* efforts to look into the 
brotherhood’s reco rd s 
to de­ 
term ine just how much of the 
T eam sters’ funds had gone for 
Hoffa’s legal defense. But Mr. 
Wirtz went into court. On June 
3, the Supreme Court upheld the 
government and the 
special 
agents went over to the m arble 
headquarters. 
The Labor Dept, went in be­ 
cause of a suit filed by 
six 
mem bers 
of 
Philadelphia 
Team sters Local 107 against 
Hoffa and other national union 
officials to force them to repay 
the money spent by Hoffa, for 
his personal defense. The rebel 
Team sters could not get at the 


national records so Mr. Wirtz 
moved under 601. This gives 
him the right to search through 
union books - and industry’s, 
too — if he believes it neces­ 
sary to make an investigation. 
What he has learned he can 
divulge to those who are suing 
the 
national 
leaders. Hoffa 
would then be faced with 
the 
grim possibility of returning 
the huge expenditure out of his 
personal accounts.____________ 


He can, of course, count on 
several Hoffa relief fund cam­ 
paigns launched by his friends. 
They have been raising funds 
for some tim e. But the 
heat 
has not been on. Now, just 
how much heart could be put 
into the help Hoffa campaigns 
becomes 
a difficult m atter to 
a ssess. 


In a few 
months 
he may 
be in prison and his friends 
may be seeking another strong 
man. The Sixth C ircuit Court 
of Appeals has turned him down 
once on the jury-tam pering con­ 
viction appeal. Now it has given 
him 45 days in which to pre­ 
pare papers for a rehearing. 
But it is not likely that 
the 
court, having ruled unanimous­ 
ly against him once will re­ 
verse itself. 
And as 
for the Supreme 
Court, the word is that some 
legal 
minds 
in Hoffa’s en­ 
tourage have advised him that 
it has only rev ersed one and 
one half per cent of the cases 
in which courts of appeal have 
ruled unanimously. TTiis puts 
the odds at m ore than 50 to 
one that Hoffa will be rejected 
by the high tribunal before next 
June. 
But Hoffa is hoping that the 
ruling will be delayed. Though, 
he has not made it public, he 
has 
ordered 
a 
national 
Team sters* convention for next 
July (1966) in Miami Beach. 
With thousands of delegates ex­ 
pected, the national union al­ 
ready is preparing hotel ac­ 
comodations, halls and agenda. 
If Hoffa still is out on bail 
on his eight-year conviction, he 
will turn the convention into a 
wild dem onstration for him self. 
This he can do. The delegates 
will be his. They will almost 
unanimously re-elect him gen­ 
eral president. T here will be 
no real opposition from the men 
who will start cutting him down 
the moment a cell door closes.

Appropriations 
Committee has approved $33 
million for construction

Missouri's flood control and 
water development projects. In 
addition the committee voted 
$12.3 million for agricultural 
levees and channel stabilization 
along the Missouri 
and Mis­ 
sissippi rivers. 
The committee recommended 
$10 million for the Kayslnger 
Bluff Reservoir--$3 
million 
more than was recommended by 
the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee. 
The Army Corps of 
Engineers project at Stockton 
won a $1J.5 
million 
recom­ 
mendation 
After thL> year's floods we are 
all too a war? o* the urgent need 
to Increase our flood protection 
efforts. 
These projects will 
bring many additional benefits 
to Missouri, including hydro­ 
electric. power, increased rec­ 
reation facilities and 
water 
for 
municipal and industrial 
use. 
Missouri's need for flood con­ 
trol was the subject of public 
hearings in the House of Rep­ 


resentatives last week. Senator 
Symington, Congressman Bill 
Hull, and I 
urged the House 
Public 
Works 
Committee to 
authorize funds for the Army 
Corps of Engineers project on 
the Grand River. 
I told the committee that crops, 
buildings, and homes in North 
Missouri would continue to be 
washed down the river year 
after year unless this vital proj­ 
ect gets underway. 
The Bureau of the Budget gave 
project approval for the Corps' 
Fishing River project 
near 
Excelsior Springs, last week. 
This raised hopes that Fishing 
River would be Included in the 
House Public Works Authoriza­ 
tion legislation this year. 
After four days of debate, the 
Senate passed a new bill to wage 
war on poverty in America. By 
providing $1.65 billion for the 
Office of Economic Opportunity, 
the Senate reaffirmed its belief 
that all Americans should have 
a chance to live decent lives 
free from the bonds of poverty. 
The first 
nine months of 
President 
Johnson's 
anti­ 
poverty program have met with 
tremendous nation - wide suc­ 
cess. 
Rural and urban com­ 
munities, including many 
in 
Missouri are making a fine 
effort 
to 
mobilize 
their 
resources 
for 
combatting 
poverty. 
The Senate passed a bill which 
I introduced to help rehabilitate 
prisoners being released from 
Federal 
prisons. 
This bill 


would permit selected pris­ 
oners to resume their roles as 
breadwinners through employ­ 
ment in the community. 
Provision is made for creation 
of half-way houses to which 
prisoners would be sent a few 
weeks before release. 
Also 
included in the bill is emergency 
permission for prisoners 
to 
attend the funerals of family 
members and to receive special 
medical treatment when it is not 
available in prison. Only those 
prisoners who could be expected 
to honor the trust would be 
allowed to participate in the 
program. 
As Chairman of the Senate 
National 
Penitentiaries Sub­ 
committee, 
I 
conducted 
hearings on the proposal. This 
legislation will see to it that 
more prisoners make the grade 
to become law abiding citizens.

FOLLOWING DEBATE AND 
PASSAGE by the House August 
19 of the 1965 Farm Bill, Senate 
Agriculture 
com m ittee 
this 
week is in executive session, 
studying the House action and 
preparing the Bill the Com­ 
mittee will submit to the Senate. 
As this report is written, It 
Is too early to guess when the 
Senate Committee will file Its 
report but the Chairman, Sena­ 
tor Ellender of Louisiana, has 
had Committee staff members 
working for several weeks com­ 
paring the House action and rec­ 
ommendations received by the 
Senate Committee in hearings 
earlier this summer. 
As passed by the House, the 
1965 Farm Bill would: 
1. extend the feed grains pro­ 
gram for four years; 
2. extend the wheat certificate 
program for four years with 
increase 
in the 
value 
of 
domestic wheat certificates, the 
cost of the program to be paid 
out of Commodity Credit Cor­ 
poration funds; 
3. authorize milk producers to 
put Into effect through referen­ 
dum a class I dairy base plan; 
and 
4. revise the present cotton 
program, reducing price sup­ 
ports from 29$ a pound to 21$ 
a pound, with 
supplementary 
payments to growers who make 
significant reductions in their 
acreage. Cotton producers w ill­ 
ing to operate without any price 
supports would he exempt from 
the present mandatory acreage 
controls. 
All of these provisions, of 
course, will be subject to change 
by the Senate Committee and by 


subsequent Senate action after 
which at least some of the pro­ 
visions of the 1965 Farm Act 
will be written in Conference 
as compromises between House 
and Senate views. 
The Senate August 19 approved

T H E Chairman of the House 
Education and Labor Com­ 
mittee is proposing legislation to 
i n c r e a s e the 
minimum wage 
from $1.25 to $2 
per hour. 
For 
the 
group 
of 
workers now re­ 
ceiving the min- 
i m u m , t h i s 
would mean an 
increase of 60 
per cent. Most 
employers would 
be under pres­ 
s u r e to g r a n t 
raises to their 
other workers in 
higher brackets. 
These would not necessarily be 
in proportion, but they would be 
substantial. The chairman of the 
same Committee is also advo­ 
cating a reduction of the Stan­ 
dard work week from 40 to 32 
hours. For the great majority of 
our workers, this would mean a 
20 per cent reduction in the work 
week. Both of these measures 
combined would increase the 
manhour cost of production by 
something that might approach 
one-third to one-half. Few manu­ 
facturers could stand an increase 
in labor costs to that degree 
without a substantial increase in 
prices. 
That would mean a 
shrinkage in demand and fewer 
jobs. 
Automation will create more 
jobs if it results in lower prices 
and greater demand, but if the 
gains from automation are all 
absorbed in shorter hours and 
higher wages for those who still 
retain their jobs, it will not cre­ 
ate new jobs. 
Any way you look at it, the 
enormous increase in wage rates, 
accompanied by a decrease in 
working hours, will be reflected 
in the cost of living and result 
in fewer jobs for workers. 
It is unrealistic to believe that 
we can have more by working 
less and by demanding rates of 
pay that are in excess of the 
economic value of the work per­ 
formed. The only true gauge of 
vhat wages should be is what the 
employer can afford to pay and 
still remain competitive. If he 
pays more, his competitor will 
win, and he will lose in the 
struggle for the market. In the 
long run, we cannot consume 
more than we produce, and since 
few will produce as much in 32 
hours as in 40, it means that we 
Will all have less.

Decline but 
Popularity Not 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Is the 
Beatlemania dying down? 
“ Perhaps the hysteria has 
quieted a little /' says Beatle 
movie maker Walter Shenson, 
“ but their popularity is as great 
as ever." 
Shenson 
is 
the 
Hollywood 
press agent who wearied of 
flacking for the likes of Rita 
Hayworth and Frank Sinatra, 
spent his savings on a movie 
script and tried to produce it in 
England. He finally succeeded; 
the film was “ The Mouse TTiat 
Roared.” 
A few films later he was as­ 
signed a project to star a hir­ 
sute singing group. Shenson pro­ 
duced “ A Hard Day’s Night,” 
and the rest is history. 
“ We made the picture for a 
half-million and it will gross 
1 0 /' Shenson reported happily. 
“ Business was sensational in 
this country, England, the B rit­ 
ish Commonwealth, Scandinavia 
and northern Germany. We took 
$300,000 out of Japan, which is 
good but not great. 
“ The picture didn't doaswell 
in France, Italy, Spain and Lat­ 
in America, where the sale of 
Beatle records is soft. But the 
boys have since toured in south­ 
ern Europe, and I think the new 
picture will do better.'' 
The new picture is “ HelpJ” 
and it doesn't appear to need 
any. Shenson reports that busi­ 
ness so far is ahead of “ A Hard 
Day's N ight/' although reviews 
lack the unanimity of critical 
praise that the first film re ­ 
ceived. 
“ I expected that/* said the

The whole drift of 
our law, these days, is toward 
the absolute prohibition of all

that diverge 
in the 
slightest form from a Federal 
standard. The entire field of 
criminal law, which the Con­ 
stitution reserved almost ex­ 
clusively to the States, rapidly 
is 
becoming subject to in­ 
creasing scrutiny by the United 
States Supreme

once the Court scrutinizes, the 
Court is reluctant not to im­ 
pose Federal standards upon

(3) Can the permissible aims 
of punishment (e.g., deterrence, 
isolation, rehabilitation) 
be 
achieved 
as 
effectively by 
punishing rape less severely 
than by death (e.g., by life im­ 
prisonment); if so, does the im­ 
position of the death penalty 
for rape constitute “ unneces­ 
sary cruelty?" (quoting Weems, 
at 370; and see Robinson v. 
California, 370 UJS. 660,677, 
concurring opinion of Douglas, 
J-) 
With the growing interest 
shown by the Court in the field 
of criminal law, it would not be 
surprising to see the Court, in 
the near future, address itself 
to the questions of Mr. Justice 
Goldberg. At this writing, 17 
States permit the death penalty 
to be imposed on conviction of 
rape. In these States, the legis­ 
latures have concluded that the 
heinous crime of a man’s will­ 
ful sexual assault upon the body 
of a woman, leaving physical 
and psychological damage that 
may 
never be undone, con­ 
stitutes so shocking an offense 
against the values of their citi­ 
zens as to justify the maxima-< 
penalty. Under our system 
government, we may inqua i 
if this legislative determ-'a- 
tion of social values*shoula not 
remain with the legislatures. 
The Commission acknowledges 
that the prohibition of the Eighth 
Amendment against cruel and 
unusual punishment has been 
made applicable to the States 
by virtue of the due process 
clause of the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment. *nie Commission serious­ 
ly doubts, however, that the im­ 
position of the death penalty by 
a State 
for rape constitutes 
“ cruel 
and 
unusual punish­ 
ment** as 
that 
term 
has 
evolved historically. More im­ 
portantly (because the death 
penalty seldom is imposed any 
more for any offense), we are 
convinced that the Court ought 
not to substitute its own no­ 
tions of legislative wisdom for 
the legislative judgment of the 
States respectively. The States 
must defend their reserved pow­ 
ers 
— 
even the 
unim­ 
portant 
reserved 
powers - 
with unrelenting vigor. It is 
doubtless a small matter, in 
the sum total of judicial pro­ 
ceedings, whether “ cruel »nH 


unsual punishment’* is inter­ 
preted in one way or another 
as to rape. It is a very large 
matter that the States should 
retain 
the greatest possible 
freedom and responsibility to 
decide essentially legislative 
questions for themselves. 
The 
humane doctrine that 
protects a prisoner from cruel 
and unusual punishment goes 
back 
to Magna 
Carta. The 
political principle that 
re­ 
serves to each State the power 
to fix its criminal law 
is 
deeply 
embedded 
in 
our 
federalist system. It is de­ 
sirable, in our view, that to­ 
day the doctrine 
be under­ 
stood in terms of the principle. 
Not much is written about 
the Eighth Amendment. This 
background paper assuredly is 
not intended to defend 
the 
death 
punishment, 
as such, 
in rape cases. We stand in­ 
different in that cause. The 
paper is intended merely to 
touch certain aspects of an 
interesting 
(if 
sanguinary 1) 
part of our constitutional his­ 
tory, and to stimulate thought 
upon 
the 
nature 
of the 
federalism that has served the 
American 
Republic so well 
since 1788.

'"Hie whole .n a ; of oui law,** 
H. L . Mencken once remarked, 
“ is toward the absolute pro­ 
hibition of all ideas that diverge 
in the slightest form from the 
accepted platitudes.** 
If the late sage of Baltimore 
were still writing today, 
he 
surely would have enlarged his 
criticism . The whole drift of 
our law, these days, is toward 
the absolute prohibition of all 
ideas 
that 
diverge 
in the 
slightest form from a Federal 
standard. Tile entire field 
of 
criminal law, which the Con­ 
stitution reserved almost ex­ 
clusively to the States, rapidly 
is 
becoming 
subject 
to in­ 
creasing scrutiny by the United 
States Supreme 
Court. And 
once the Court scrutinizes, the 
Court is reluctant not to im­ 
pose Federal standards upon

State's 
administration of 
criminal justice.

With 
the 
growing interest 
shown by the Court in the field 
of criminal law, it would not be 
surprising to see the Court, in 
the near future, address itself 
to the questions of Mr. Justice 
Goldberg. At this writing, 17 
States permit the death penalty 
to be imposed on conviction of 
rape. In these States, the legis­ 
latures have concluded that the 
heinous crime of a m an's will­

stitutes so shocking an offense 
against the values of their citi­ 
zens as to justify die maxim J 
penalty. Under our system 
government, we may inqu . J 
if this legislative d eterrm a- 
tion of social values*should not 
remain with the legislatures. 
The Commission acknowledges 
that the prohibition of the Eighth 
Amendment against cruel and 
unusual punishment has been 
made applicable to the States 
by virtue of the due process 
clause of the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment.

protects a prisoner from cruel 
and unusual punishment goes

to Magna 
Carta. The 
political principle that 
re­ 
serves to each State the power 
to fix its criminal law 
is 
deeply 
embedded 
in 
our 
federalist system. It is de­ 
sirable, in our view, that to­ 
day the doctrine 
be under­ 
stood in terms of the principle. 
Not much is written about 
the Eighth Amendment. This 
background paper assuredly is 
not intended to defend 
the 
death 
punishment, 
as such, 
in rape cases. We stand in­ 
different in that cause. The 
paper is intended merely to 
touch certain aspects of an 
interesting 
(if 
sanguinary!) 
part of our constitutional his­ 
tory, and to stim ulate thought

federalism that has served the
